conditioiM in the places where they sit and will be able to give each case sympathetic attention. 

Nattonal Interest WUl Govern Exemptions 

Consideration will be given to applicatioos (or exemption received from men engaged 
in the production or manuncture of commodities necessary to the conduct of the war and 
the support of those at home and cases in which real hardship would be caused by the 
wilhdrawaL Not all men who register these claims will be exempted, but such clai m s will 
receive careful consideratioii. National interest must govern. 

Promptness Is Essential 

Prompt application (or exemption ia strongly urged upon all who, being included in 
the first class, bdieve they daserve exemption. But first visit a Medical Board and find out 
if any further action is r^uired. Unless the Medical esamination places you in Category A, 
you will have no immediate obligation for aervice.
